MKK HAWS OF POSTAGE.

The Postorhce Department of tbe 
United States was organized under act of 
Congress in 1789. 

The rates of postage, from that time up 
to 1816. were based upon the number of 
miles traveled, and for letters composed 
of a single piece of paper were as 
follows: 



In 1816 these rates for letters composed 
of a single piece of paper were modified 
as follows: 



Over 3D and under 80 m 



There was an additional rate for every 
additional piece of paper, and if tut 
letter weighed an ounce, four times these 

The above rates were in force 1 
1840, when, for letters not exceeding t 
ounce in weight, tho rate was made 0 
cents for a distance of less than 300 
miles, and 10 cents for over 000 mill 
with additional postage for additional 
weight.
